THE HOXl'S QI'ESTIOX 


Congressmen, who must eternally have 


their weather eye on votes, are in a sor- 
ry predicament* over the proposed $2,- 
(KMUHMMHM) soldiers* bonus legislation. 
With an excellent calculation of the ef- 
fect of such an act upon the soldiers' 
vote it was an easy matter for congress- 
men to indorse it. but now that the ques- 
tion has met with strong opposition by 
tax-burdened constituents they are in a 
quandary as to what course to pursue. 


Irrespective of the merits of the bonus, 


it is certain that the plan to finance it by 
adding U> profits taxes will still further 
increase the cost of li\ ing. It is perfectly 
true as Hep. Longworth stated in the 
house that the excess profits tax has been 
one of the chief causes of the high cost of 
the necessaries of life. It is a consumers' 
tax: indeed, it is more than that, for it 
has forced every original payer of the 
tax to add to it healthy increases in 
profits in order to safeguard the business 
against each successive drain and the 
possibilities of a sudden and disastrous 
turn the other way. 


In our judgment the imposition of a

Such a lax to raise an equivalent amount 
would be nominal, whereas the process 
now employed not only forces business 
to increase its net earnings beyond the 
tax. but affords opportunity for covering 
up profits which arc actually excessive 
and lead to profiteering. 


The addition of a tax of *2,000,000,000 


on top of the load of taxes productive en- 
terprise of every kind is now carrying, 
with its inevitable effect upon prices and 
the cost of living, must strike even the 
beneficiaries of the proposal as a serious 
matter. It can of course be advocated on 
the theory that since everybody is out to 
gel all thai is possible at the expense of 
the other fellow the soldiers are entitled 
to come in for their share, but we arc 
sure the ex-service man himself has a 
different conception than this of the rec- 
ognition it is proposed to bestow upon 
him. 


There is a question after all whether 


a monetary consideration is the highest 
measure of appreciation the nation can 
evidence to the ex-service man. Perhaps 
there may be evolved some other form 
of reward which would prove a more 
worth-while testimonial. It is a fair de- 
duction that the persistency with which 
congress addresses itself to the bonus is 
influenced largely by the approaching 
national election. In our opinion it 
would be better to adjourn the matter 
until after the campaign is over, until 
there is opportunity for sober1 thinking 
on the subject of tax readjustments and 
until there is time for more thorough 
and careful consideration of a national 
tribute to the soldiers, whether a bonus 
or in some other form, as a truly patri- 
otic expression.

Which in your opinion is 
the best method of heating such a 
house, hot air furnace, steam, or hot 
water, old-fashioned stoves, or fire- 
places. The house will be in Virginia. 
(P. S. T.) P. S.—I am not consider- 
ing the cost', but the hygienic pref- 
erence. 


ANSWKK—1 think 1 should prefer the 


old-fashioned hot nlr furnace with air in- 
take from the outdoors and -suitable pro- 
vision for air outlet near the roof, if it 
were my house. I do not Itelleve in heat- 
infiT livlnK-rooms over 65 degrees, and at 
that temperature the warmed air may be 
ko»t fairly moist if there is a water reser- 
voir In the furnace holding at least twen- 
ty gallons of water and the reservoir is 
tilled s:t le.-ist twice a day. In order to 
keep the air of a ten-room dwelling fairly 
moist when comfortably warmed, it is 
necessary to evaporate at least forty gal- 
lons of water a day. and l>etter eighty 
gallons. If the air is heated above 6T> de- 
gress it is impossible to malntainsufficient 
humidity even though you evaporate 1W> 
gallons. The more water you evaporate 
in a heated atmosphere the more com- 
fortable you feel with a temperature be- 
low 65 degrees. A temperature of 60 de- 
c«-ers proves delightful most of the time 
if the humidity is reasonably high. That 
is the temperature of an ideal September 
day out of doors.

Practically all th 
chemicals which are added to the wa 
ter during she purifying process ar 
taken out bfiore it enters the mains 
The t'ipht amount of chlorine doe 
not "r.iak? thf water hard" as « 
many think. The "hardness" comes 
fiom the limestone in th*1 river bed 
and similar source-;. In fuct. the city 
water is not nearly so hard as that 
from many wells in the city, and 
much safer than most of the-<e. 


A daily and a monthly report of 1 


the condition of the water is sent to 
the State Health Department by the 
< i t y ihemist. He accomplishes a re- 
duction of over US per cent in bac- 
teria with the settling and filtering 
processes as directed by him. Of the 
small percentage of bacteria remain- 
ing after filtration, practically all are 
destroyed by the sterilizing action of 
the «hlorin«».
